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Continuation of 2. NOTE: With respect to the proposed amendment C for independent claim 1, further search and consideration would 
be required for the proposed limitation of where "producing a second format which is a binary image". This would also be the case for the 
proposed amendments to claims 12 and 13, which are proposed to be independent in proposed amendment C. 

With respect to the proposed amendment C for independent claim 14, the proposed limitation "...a third rule of half toning and a fourth 
rule of half toning," is shown by the prior art Ibery et al, in cols. 18-20. The combination of Tai et al and Ibery et al disclose the limitation 
set forth in the limitations of the instant application. Tai et al disclose halftoning, but do not state the rules of halftoning. Ilbery et al was 
combined with that of Tai et al only, to clearly explain the rules of halftoning. 
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
